Following the restoration of order, 
the game resumed, with McGill having 
the man advantage, but still they cbuld 
not score. Finally at 8:-l2 of the over- 
time, Larry Jones sent Hutchison in 
all alone on" goal, for what proved to 
be the winning tally. 



The game opened with AIcGill giving 
the fans the impression that a repeal 
of the last Sir Geor^eM'srame was in 
store; the Redmen scoring on -their first 
two shots on goal. At the 52 second 
mark defenseman ^like Richards lite- 
rally floated a fifty footer by the stun- 
ned U. of M. goalie. Larry Jones follow- 
ed a minute later with a score on a 
close-in shot, the assist going to hustling 
"Hutch"... * 

The rout seemed to I)e on. However, 
from this' point on the speed of the 
game .slackened with goalie Herr.on of 
McGill being called on. to make the only 
difficult save on a backhander from ten 
feet out.

Mixed Marriage Risk, 
Mission Speaker Says

"Christianity has no doctrinaire answer to the problem of racial and religious 
marriage". . . - 

This was the conclusion reached' by Dr. George Johnston,. Chairman : of tlie 
Christian Mission Committee, in a discussion on "Racial and Religious Intérmarria- 
ge". ■ .- . - ■• • 



Howçyer, Dr.' Johnston quoted 
statiitics showini; that one mart 
riage in four of all types of Ame. 
rican racial intèrniarriages ends 
in divorce, u figure two-and-one- 
half times the national averaee. 

As far as religious intennarria- 
ee is concerned, Dr.'Jobnston sta- 
ted that map-iages between per- 
sons of strong Protestant and 
stronKiiRoniian, CathoMc' convic- 
tions art "iiiioit unlikely" to work 
out. 

"They all say our love w\ll 
malce it different for us, but 
usually: the straih of .diametri; 
cally opposed theories of life 
causes the marriage to crack". ' 

SPIRITUAl, FEAR 

Or. Johnston said that the Ro- 
man Catliolic hierarchy .relied on 
the power of excommunication 
and "spiritual fear" and that 
Calliolic-Prutciitant marriages can 
oniK '.be made ' workable . at the 
' éx|jénsé of -the Roman Catholic's 
convictions.. ••>■*■ ; ■ i 

Dr.- Johnston' slated that mar- 
riages of persons with strong 
Jewish convictions and strong 
Christian convictions of any kind 
is likely to be unsuccessful be- 
cause of their different concep- 
tions of Christ. 

A member of the audience 
asked Dr, Johnston's upiuioa o£ 



a niarriage between' strong An- 
glican and Unit«d Church mem- 
bers. Dr. Jolinston said that this 
was pot really religious intermar- 
riage but that "the ideal solution 
would consist of converting the 
Anglican to the United Church". 

FACTORS 

"Two factors govern an indi,- 
vidual's relations with society : 
he roust conform, wttlu'n limits, 
to society, but must, on the otheç 
hand, have enough individuality 
to rebel against the prejudices of 
society", ^1 

Dr. Johnston 'warned that young 
people should not be overwhel- 
mea by the emotional aspects of 
loving, and should consider the 
basic question : "Can i live with 
this person for the rest of my 
life 7" It must be undertaken by 
two people who are particularly 
special for eacJ» other; compa- 
nionship is primary and having 
'children only secondary. Dr. 
Johnston emphasized.^,- - ^ 

The ba^ic decision to be faced 
in contemplating racial or fell- 
gious intermarriage is not "Is it 
right 7" but "Is it wise ?" The 
most stable marriages are tliose 
involving persons having common 
backgrounds, tliouf^lits and ideals, 
while marriages involving com- 
pletely different cultural and edu- 



catiunal backgroun'ds^are more 
risky, Johnston, asserted. 

"Persons coiflemplattng racial 
intermarriage mbst . realize that 
they will be exposing any future 
children to pain and suffei-ing. 
This is a very real possibility in 
Canada but wouldn t matter as 
nuich in Montreal as in Toronto 
or other nyal towns!'. 



The world-famous historian was 
speaking to an overflow crowd 
of several hupdred who Jammed 
into Ilillel house, to hear him 
answer questions on his theories 
concerning the Jews — theories 
Which some people have labelled 
"decidedly Anti-Semitic." 

■ Toynbee emphatically ■ denied 
that he is an Anti-S'emlte. "I 

think it is obvious," he stated. 
"Some of my best friends In 
lingland are Jews." 

Although claiming that the 
Jews and Nazis were in a sense 
similar. Townbee admitted that 
their deeds .could not be deemed 
equal from a statistical point of 
view. 

"Nevertheless," he maintained, 
"you cannot measure such spirit- 
ual matters in quite that numer- 
ical way." 

lie e.xplained that the~Jew3' 
war with the Arabs was a mani- 
festation of human nature caus- 
ed by- the persecuting which the 
Jews had. Just undërgone. 

"The most tragic thing in hu- 
man life." Toynbee staled, "is 
when people who have, suffered 
impose suffering in tlieir turn." 

Toynbee further slated that the 
Jewish claim to Israel as their 
homeland and as the land prom- 
ised to ihcni by God is a highly 
questionable one. '"If all titles 
vvhich haven't been in effect since 
135 A.D. were .suddenly recogniz 
ed, there would be no end of re- 
distributions of territories around 
the world," he said. 

Toynbee showed himself -sym- 
pathetic' lo the plight 'of the 
Arab refugees who: left Palestine 
after 1947. "I don't: think the 
.Arab States as such have any 
claim ■ to Israel," he said, "but 
the former inhabitants, who hap- 
pen to be Aralis, do .liave a right 
to. return to their hdmes." 

Nevertheless,- Toynbee took is- 
sue with. the policy of the. Ai-ab 
slates, who - refuse |;,d rcfatlocate 
the refugees because they are 
mure useful for propaganda pur- 
poses in their present condition. 

FOSSIL/ 

When asked why la his "Study 
of History" he had described the 
Jews as a "foisiliied race" "Toyn- 
bee admitted that perhaps the 
word fossil was a poor choice. 

"By the word fossil," he ex- 
plained, "I did not mean to con^ 
note a' civiliiiatlon that is dead. 
What. I mean, v.-as t)iat many ci- 
vilizations have come and gone, 



Turning to Jews ouLside Israel, 
Toynbee maintained tiiat reiatioiu 
between Jews and Gentiles are at- 
fecled by "reservations on boili 
sides." 

ALOOF 

On the one hand, he said, thj 
Jews lijve al>^ays wanted to havo 
a life of their own, and conse- 
quently have remained aloof lo « 
eèrtain extent froni their Gentile 
neighbours. 

On tlie other hand, the Gentiles 
themselves are often sus|)icIous of 
the Jews. Americans may not 
trust their Jewish co-citizens com- 
pletely, because they realize Uiat

sooner or later, "Jewisli Amerio*- 
uns might, lùve a very painful coa- 
f lict of loyalties between * Israel 
and .thi> United States." 

Toynbee blamed anli-Seniltisni 
(Jiu-ing the Middle Ages pairtly aa 
Uie fact that the Jews ware far 
superior to the other Europeans in 
the field of education 'and Isara-. 
ing. 

However, he concluded,, "tolera- 
tion began when tlie Gentiles be-' 
gan to bç as good at the thin;^ th« 
Jews were good at as the Jews' 
were themselves."

The action taken on Maurice Gi- 
roux, a third-yoar law student, 
was approved by the Students' 
Council. 

Uiroux has op|)osed both tlie 
council and a number of Law Fa- 
culty professors on ^occasion, and 
the newspaper staff have re»gned 
in protest, with one exception, who 
is now the editor. 

In a recent issue of the Cam- 
pus, Jules Lavoie, news editor, 
stated that tlie Council of tlie Fo- 
culty of Law does not follow a set 
of rules in dealing wiUi'^ faiUug

Enter the New Frontier 

President Kennedy's inaugural address last Fri- 
day and the first few executive orders he has pro- 
nounced since then leave no doubt that America has 
indeed crossed the threshold of a new frontier. 

Kénnedy's speech did not derive its impetus from 
originality : others before him have pleaded earnestly 
for a fresh attempt to combat "the common enemiès 
of man: tyranny, poverty, disease and war itself." 
What then made the difference as the youngest per- 
son and only Catholic ever elected to the U.S. presi- 
dency officially took his oath of office?- As the Neio 
York Post said, it was largely a matter of genera- 
tions. 

Mr. Kennedy has given his audience — at all 
times — an identification Avith dedicated energy, a 
sense of exhuberance about the fearful superhighway 
they must traverse at supersonic speed during the four 
years ahead. 

The new president, steering his powerful nation 
ahead with cool confidence, seems untainted by the 
■weariness which impeded his predecessors. Never has 
the United States had a better chance to break the 
Ideological sound barrier leading to a new frontier — 
for all the world.

Dr.' Soper doesn't speak for all Christians, 
only for particular group he represents 

Sir': 

. . Dr. Soper may have been misquoted in the inter- 
view you printed in Monday's Daily. I would like, how- 
ever, to comment on. that mterview. 

The interview should make it clear that Dr. Soper 
speaks not for Christianity as a whole, but for the' 
particular group he represents. Christianity, as I see- 
it, exists to bring about a revolution in the nature of 
men— individual men. It hopes' that if enèâgh men are 
•influenced they may have some influencé on society. . 

' But a large number of Ghristians dp not bèlieve the- 
bible was written as an economics text and many 
more do not believe that a perfect world da even pos- 
sible.' And there are many \yh6 do not believe that so- ■ 
cialism and almost - socialism are Christian. 

When a mission on Christianity becomes a mission 
on current events it has lost its purpose. The great 
danger of the "social" gospel (all gospels have dan- 
gers) is that its practitioners will become so immers- 
ed in particular reforms they lose sight of man's rela- 
tion to God. A further danger is "absolution by advo- 
cacy" when the reform looms so large in a.man's niind 
that he may come to forget the basic Chmtiah valiiès ' 

- of honesty and charity toward others. 

It- ought to be made cleat, that there are other 
voices to be heard, other interpretations to be consi- 
dered. . •

The Daily's Editorial 

"Why Hail Alma Mater. McGill Is Im- 
personal. . . 

"The- iong and the Alma Mater itself 
(which we praise) have no subjective meaning 
for the average McCIH student. The Uni- 
versity merely is, in the minds of most 
ftiidenis', a practical institution calling itself 
McGill. It is a place where one may .obtain a 
ttcgree and possibly cvep substantial higher 
learning. A student it registered, listens to 
lectures, writes exams — What acclaim does 
» University scholar receive aside from having 
his name printed in some obscure pamphlet 
— Individual and personal a'ltemion is nil at 
McGill. 

"For the University, the student's, presen- 
ce here has meant nothing more than an 
entry on iu rolls; for the student the meaning 
goes little further. The fact is McGill ex- 
presses no interest in,-the.individual student 
and apparently has no neecl^for him. The 
singing of "Hail Alma' Mater" is in itself 
hypocritical". 

In closing,: the editor softened his cyni- 
cism just a little, -leaving a' faint hope for 
fellowship, loyalty/ affection. 

"In time",, he wrote, "perhaps, a remedy 
will be found, but this will require much 
effort and co-operation among students, fa- 
culty and the Board pf Governors of ' McGill 
University". 

No Diiscrimination at McGill

Not School for Boys and Girls 

I must admit that there may be tome 
basis for your feeling of resentment when' ^ 
we turn to undergraduate years. Your central 
accusation against McGill is. that it is "impcr- 
lonal". If McGill were à school for boys and 
girls the. charge, would be more seu^^But 
there is the transition to be consid^R^Some 
undergraduates are immature. The fault is 
sometimes attributable to feeble teaching and 
tpoon-fecding in the. final years of high 
school. Sometimes it is due to lack of disci- 
pline and culture in the homes. 

^Because of this state of affairs a Canadian 
university should undertake to help students 
in the early years. I am strongly of the opi- 
nion that a system of providing a faculty ad- 
visor for eacii student (or better preceptors, 
or best tutors) would h^lp McGill to make a 
great step forward. The Student Executive 
and The Daily might consult on such a plan 
and' even help the Principal tp. launch the ■ 
eridowmeht campaign to make that possible, 
as well' as more and better residences! 

, W'c want McGill to be a place for men 
ami women to work and seek a higher edu. 
tatiou, not hoping for a shortcut to a degree, 
a job, a soul male or prestige. There, arc 
already too many men and women with col- 
lege-degrees who are really uneducated. They 
have not acquired enough culture to create 
a home background that is fit to start a 
school boy of the next generation on his way 
to intellectual maturity. 

Teachers Desire Personal Contact 

The undergraduate who discovers what a 

- thrilling world be is entering through his 
books, who does more than is demanded, who 
asks even one sincere and searching. question,
